United  States  production  of  oleomargarine  during  December  1938 
totaled  29,410,000  pounds,  according  to  reports  made  "by  manufacturers 
to  the  Bureau  of  Agricultural  Economics.  This  production  is  10,369,000 
pounds  less  than  the  output  during  December  1937  and  3,097,000  pounds 
less  than  the  5 -year  (1933“37)  December  average. 

The  quantity  of  oleomargarine  manufactured  from  animal  and  veg- 
etable oils  was  approximately  12  percent  of  the  total,  or  3,654,000 
pounds,  and  from  vegetable  and  nut  oils  88  percent,  or  25,756,000  pounds. 

Production  of  oleomargarine  for  the  year  1938  totaled  378,457,000 
pounds,  compared  with  391,500,000  for  1937  and.  with  the  5-year  (1933~37) 
average  of  333,241,000  pounds.
